WOULD MASTER TASK 

The major reason for determin- 
ing to stick steadily on the job. 
however, ig his conviction that in no 
other way can he master his task 
expeditiously and meet the de- 
mands of the country for action on 
many problems. Doubtlessly he 
realizes that this is also the best 
means of realizing political am- 
bitions, according to President 
Hayes’s maxim that “he serves his 


best.“ 

The President made it clear dur- 
ing the day that Harding ap- 
pointees now in office will be re- 
tained indefinitely. He gave as- 
surance that he will co-operate 
with them as he has found them 
already co-operating with him. 
When changes are made eventual- 
ly, as they are bound to be, there 
will be good reason therefore. | 

Tt ie with the aim of giving sta- 
bility, confidence and reassurance 
to the country that the President 


is attacking all the problems be- 


fore him. His great desire is to 
banish uncertainty from the minds 
of producers, business men and 
working men concerning the fu- 
ture and concerning the acts of 
the administration. He wants it 
thoroughly understood that noth- 
ing will be done which might 
check complete return to pros- 
perity. 

The administration of the flex- 
ible tariff provisions of the Ford- 
ney-McCumber Act furnished an 
exampie. The President is au- 
thorized to readjust duties held to 
be too high or tod low. Mr. Cool- 
idge, however, intends 
cautiously in this province. He 
would not hesitate to order a re- 
adjustment if he found duties 
grossly higher or lower than they 


ought to be, but otherwise he 
— be slow to change the 
rates. 


Much more important, it is, the 
President holds, for the country to 
realize stability, for producers, and 


understanding that tariff rates are 
not to be subjected to change or- 
dinarily, for business men general- 
ly to know today what 
safely and profitably plan for to- 
morrow.

OTHER FLIGHTS 

Smith and Lieut. Richter had 
made two notable attempts tor 
distance and duration records at 
Rockwell Field in flights previous 
to the record-breaking one which 
ended tonight. One began June 
27 last, and the other followed it 
by one day. 

In the first attempt the airmen 
were forced down after five hours 
and forty-one minutes in the air 
by the burning out of a generator 
on the motor of their girplane. Qn 
that occasion they ‘refueled their 
plane twice in midair and had a 
thrilling experience when veveral 
quarts of the volatile fluid were 
spilled from the hose connecting 
their plane with the fuel carrier 
above. It had been expected that 
spilling any of the gasollne would 
mean disaster from fire, but the 
rush of air apparently carr/ed the 
gasoline back so rapidly that it 
evaporated without being iguited 
by the exhaust pipe or other heat- 
ed portion of the plane. About 
eighty gallons of gusoltre were 
taken on in the two refuelings.

He was arrested 
just as he rose to speak, and in 
the excitement, fell in a faint to 
the platform, but was speedily re- 
vived. 

The advancing troopers fired 
three volleys over the heads of 
the crowd, and as De Valera fell, 
some one cried, “He's shot.” A 
scene of intense confusion fol- 
lowed. 

The second photograph shows De 
Valera arriving at Ennis to make 


the address which was cut short by 


his arrest. The incident is taken 
to be the last in the spectacular 
public career of the Irish leader.

DUBLIN, Aug. 15.—Wearing a 
heavy beard which materially al- 
tered his appearance, Eamon De 
Valera, Irish Republican chief.“ 
lived quietly for some time before 
his capture in a substantial home 
in the heart of Dublin while Free 
State forces were making every ef- 
fort to find him. Contrary to pop- 
ular belief in America, his op- 
ponents ardently desired his cap- 
ture. 

They baffled repeatedly, accord- 
ing to the Free State publicity de- 
partment, by the infinite precau- 
tions” taken by De Valera and his 
friends. i 

But while the elusiveness of the 
Irish Pimpernel delayed his cap- 
ture he could always be reached 
with ease through Republican as- 
aociates. Armed with credentials 
from many of his friends I had no 
dificulty in communicating with 
him, but I was asked to transmit 
questions through his agents and 
receive his answers in the form of 
an authorized interview. This was 
a method he had followed for 
months without deviation. 


MANY PRECAUTIONS 

I persisted in my request for a 
personal interview and promised I 
would include in my story any mes- 
sage he wished to send America. 
He consented after I sent him by 
a trusted messenger a letter of in- 
troduction 
Irish-American, It was arranged 
that I should see him at midnight 
on Tuesday, August 7. Precaution- 
ary restrictions and inhibitions 
were placed upon me, but these 
have been automatically removed 
by his arrest while speaking at 
Ennis on August 16, leaving me 

e to tell all that I saw. 

I was told to go to the suburb 
of Kingston, six miles from Dublin. 
If Free State agents followed my 
movements their work was not ap- 
parent. I reached the appointed 
Place without difficulty and met 
there two Republican women who 
told me to be prepared to spend 
the night away from my hotel. 
They took me on a short walk to 


a place where they said a taxicab} 


would be waiting. The car ap- 
peared after we waited fifteen 
minutes. 


COURSE CIRCUITIOUS 

One of the women walked away. 
The other entered the cab with me. 
We rode for an hour, apparently 
taking a circuitous course back to 
Dublin. At a signal from my com- 
panion.the car stopped. We left 
it and walked many blocks, cross- 
ing and recrossing streets and 
doubling on our course, until we 
came to the house, one of a number 
of substantial-looking residences of 
the terrace type. 

We met De Valera in a room on 
the second-floor. I noticed at once 
his heavy brown beard. which was 
thre or four inches long and made 
him look Ike a Frenchman. When 
I made reference to the beard he 
dismissed it with the remark that 
it was merely incidental and prob- 
ably would be missing when I next 
saw him. It was missing when he 
was captured at Ennis. He had me 
served with milk and cakes while 
we chatted. Dressed in a brown 
business suit, soft cream-colored 


from a distingushed | 


shirt and brown cravat, he ap- 
peared older than I had expect 


He was courteous, conciliatory in. 


speech, stubborn in his opinions, 
spirited even in eclipse but not 


embittered. He explained he looked | 


upon Irish affairs with a sense of 
detachment, separating personali- 
ties from principles. 
“Three Fundamentals” | 
“Three things are fundamental 
in the solution of Ireland's diffi- 
culties,” he said. He summed them 


up as follows: “The independence and 


of Ireland.and the integrity of its 
territory cannot be surrendered. 
All governmental authority in Ire- 
land, legislative, executive and 


-Jjudicial, is derived exclusively from 


the people of Ireland. All ques- 
tions of national policy must be de- 
cid by the free vote of all the 
people of Ireland.” 

Regarding this question of “free 
vote” he was more specific in a 
formal statement prepared for me. 
The Free State government, he 
said, had never represented the will 
ef Irish people because there had 
never been a full and fair plebis- 
cite. The military strength of the 
Free State forces and their con- 
trol of the press had enabled them 
to misrepresent the situation and 
paint the Republicans as rebels. 

“The pending elections as a test 
of the will of the people are inac- 
curate and unfair,” he continued. 

“Not half of the Republican 
strength is likely to be polled or 

ective. 


UNFAIRNESS CHARGED 

“The Republican political organ- 
ization has been broken up. There 
are from 10,000 to 15,000 Repubif- 
cans, men and women, in jail, and 
these include some of the people's 
elected representatives. All elec- 
tion arrangements are in the hands 
of our opponents. 

“The circumstances and condi- 
tions of the election are in fact 
such that -we would not contest 
them at all were it not that if we 
decided to ignore them our de- 
cision would be used to sustain the 
pretense that Republicans were an 
insignificant minority in the coun- 
try. This, despite everything wt 
shal, I hope, prove to be a false- 
hood. We know that an over- 
whelming majority of the people of

PINEAPPLE PACK 
GROWING GREAT 


Hawaiian Islands Developing 
Immense Industry 
Much New Acreage Laid Out 

for Planting ‘ 
This Year’s Production Less 
Than in 1921 


{BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

HONOLULU, Aug. 28.—Although 
the pineapple pack of the Ha- 
wallan Islands this year will be 
about 750,000 cases less than the 
peak production of about 6,000,006 
cases of 1921, higher prices will 
bring the total revenue up to near- 
ly $30,000,000, substantially the 
same figures of the record season. 

This year’s pack has all been 
sold, the demand being in excess 
of the supply, it is stated by A. H. 
Tarleton, executive secretary of the 
Hawaiian Pineapple Packers’ A8- 


sound basis, according 
The decrease of pro- 
duction this year under that of 
1921 is — tor by the fact 
that in the practice of the policy 
of rotating the growing areas the 
acreage in bearing is just now less 
than what it formerly was. The 
planted acreage, however, is bei 2 

constantly enlarged. Marked e- 
velopments are in early prospect, 
it is stated. 

Plans of the Hawalian Pineapple 
Company, of which Tames H. Dole 
of Honolulu is the head, for plant- 
ing 15,000 acres on the island of 
Lanai are being gradually worked 
out. This company already owns 
and operates a plantation — 10.000 
acres on the Island of Oahua. I 
purchased Lanai from the Baldwin 
interests several months ago, th 
consideration $1,100,000 
cash. The company now having 
surveys made for harbor and port 
facilities and other improvements 
involving a total expenditure of 
several million dollars. The island 
is said to be ideally suited for suc- 
cessful pineapple culture. Until 
purchased by the Hawaiian Pine- 
apple Company the island was used 
as a cattle ranch by the Baldwins. 

Libby, McNeill & Libby, Léd., 
have taken a lease on 6000 acres 
on the island of Moloki and will 
convert it from raw land into 
pineapple plantation. Planting 
will begin this fall. 

It is predicted by some men who 
are interested in the pineapple in- 
dustry here that the time is not 
far distant when the growing of 
this fruit will to a considerable de- 
gree displace the production of 
sugar. In support of this view it 
is pointed out that the Haiku Fruit 
and Packing Company recently 
purchased the lands of the Kipa- 
tula Sugar Company in the Hana 
district and is preparing to grad- 
ually substityte pineapples for 
sugar cane.

The instruments brought from 
Paris for this observation will be 
used to determine and measure the 
intensities of light from the sun 
as it gradually becomes eclipsed. 
| By the study of the various speeds 
of transmission of the red, infra- 
red and ultra-violet ends of the 
spectrum, the comparisons wit): 
certain fixed light standards and 
the application of photometric the- 
ories, Prof. Le Morvan hopes to 
get valuable data on the absorp- 
tion of light as it is transmitted 
through the ether of space from 
the sun to the earth. 

He explained that the observa- 
tion he made has no direct rela- 
tion with the eclipse. He is not 
studying the phenomenon of the 
eclipse but is utilizing its gradual 
dirhinution of Nght in the study of 
light intensities. He will, however, 
make photometric observations of 
the corona for comparative data. 

The professor spoke casually of 
the Einstein theory as having been 
substantiated. - 

“Yes,” he said, “the rays of the 
sun are bent. That is established. 
It merely verifies the fact that 
light is also attracted by gravity.” 

Prof. Le Morvan highly praised 
the powerful lens of the Mount 
Wilson Observatory at Pasadena 
and said it brings the moon as close 
to the eye as if an aviator were 
fiying eight miles above the earth 
and looked down to see the check 
ered plots that make the earth's 
fields and cities.

Import Duties Involved in 
Proposed Sift

Inquiry to be Independent of 
Others 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.!. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The 
Tariff Commission has ordered 
“comprehensive” investigation into 
the cost of producing sugar beets 
within the United States. The sur- 
vey, the commission's announce- 
ment explained, will be separate 
and distinct from the inquiry be- 
ing conducted into the cost of 
producing sugar in Cuba, Hawaii, 
Porto Rico, Louisiana, California 
and the sugar mills of the West 
and will be for the “purposes of 
the so-called flexible provisions of 
the Tariff Act of 1922.” 

To the extent that the new 
study will go into general produc- 
ing costs from the agricultural 
standpoint, it is regarded here as 
having a direct bearing on exist- 
ing rates of duty on sugar im- 
ports. The commission, however, 
said only that the inquiry was a 
fact-gathering proposition and 
made no mention of how it intends 
to use the data obtained or the 
reason actuating it. 


PROGRESS IS MADE 
Satisfactory progress has been 
made, commission members report- 
ed, on the previously instituted in- 
vestigation into sugac producing 


| costs which results from charges 
that the high sugar prices pre- 


valling early in the year were at-

The new investigation will be a

delve into the very beginning of 
sugar production. 

Whether fresh complaints have 
been made to the coramission 
against the import rates was not 
made known. but it was ascer- 
tained that several members of the 
commission telieve the inquiry al- 
ready under way should be broad- 
ened and made complete while the 
question of duties and their effect 
on prices ig pending before the 
commission.

“No real upswing in the business 
cycle can occur before 1924,” ac- 
cording to Dr. Lewis H. Haney, 
director of the New York Uni- 
versity Bureau of Business Re- 


| search, in his monthly analysis of 


business conditions. 


His statement goes on to say: 
“The postponement of an upswing 
in business is borne out by the 
probable increase in the number of 
business failures which is indicat- 
ed for August and by the fact 
that the generad trend of prices 
is still downward. The physical 
volume of trade also has been 
declining.”’ 

Another factor is the recent 
change in the outlook for prices. 
While it is probable that prices 
will decline for at least another 
month, present indications show 
a less rapid rate of decline with 
signs of a more stable price level. 
The number of commodities which 
show increases or stability in 
prices is increasing. Still another 
factor which indicates the ap- 
Proach of a time when more fa- 
vorable forecasting can be made 
is the decline in our index of 
money rates which is now below 
normal. 

Production in basic industries 
has been checked as indicated by 
the government's index and our 
index of railway tonnage Money 
is gradually becoming somewhat 
easier. 

Employment conditions appear 
to be approaching stability with 
a high level of employment gen- 
eral. The average ‘veekly earnings 
of labor have either been checked 
in their advance or have declined 
slightly. All these things seem to 
show that real progress has been 
made toward a readjustment of 
industry and business. |

MIDSUMMER ACTIVITY 

The country has developed a 
larger midsummer business than 
usual, with the current turnover 
the best shown in four years. The 
Wells Fargo Nevada National Bank 
of San Francisco, sees a manifesta- 
tion of increasing conservatism 
which, the reviewer thinks, may be 
attributed in part to any or all of 
the following agencies: 

Unrest in Europe and general 
concern ag to the final adjustment 
of the reparations dispute; growth 
of radical sentiment, indicated by 
results of a few special State elec- 
tions; decline of wheat prices be- 
low the dollar level, and complaint 
of farmers) at the high cost of 
things they have to buy; threat 
of another strike by anthracite min- 
ers and agitation by various 
groups of organized labor for fur- 
ther wage advances. 

These restraining influences, 
while contributing a note of uncer- 
tainty, are also gerving to discour- 
age inflation; and, notwithstanding 
the general caution manifested by 
buyers, various industries show 
more orders than were bodked at 
this time last year.

While reduced efficiency in labor 
and high material costs are gradu- 
ally forcing a slow-down in build- 
ing activities and while commodity 
prices are so out of balance and 
the farmers’ purchasing power 80 
curtailed that all industries may 
feel these retarding influences, 
there are, on the other hand, many 
reasons for taking a hopeful view 
of the future. First and foremost, 
wise leadership is confidently ex- 
pected from the White House.

Better Buying Features 
Past Week; Building is 
Still in High” 


Moody's Weekly Review of finan- 
cial conditions in its current issue 
says in part: 

“Better buying of goods and ma- 
terials has been the feature of the 
past week. Commodity prices have 
turned firmer and the stock mar- 
ket has been benefited by the im- 
proving unfilled orders of indus- 
trial companies. : 

“Two outstanding points in the 
trade situation are, first, that no 
protracted boom from this level 
seems practically possible, because 
we are already so close to the ceil- 
ing of prosperity; and, sécond, that 
a rebound or temporary recovery 
founded upon the autumn trade 
does seem distinctly possible, 

“Investors, then, may well be 
rather deliberate in disposing of 
or exchanging unstable stocks and 
bonds which they do not desire to 
hold permanently. Perhaps they 
can obtain somewhat better prices 
for them a little later, and there 
should not be much risk in holding 
for a few weeks, since the autumn 


trade, which ‘underlies the better 


tone of the stock market, is just in 
its beginning. 

“This boom in railroad condi- 
tions is due mainly to two causes; 
first, the great activity of the struc- 
tural industries, and second, the 
full employment of labor at high 
wages. The structural activity 
means an extra-large traffic in ores, 
products and building mate- 
and the full employment 
a heavy movement of mer- 
chandise and miscellaneous goods.

CRITICAL TIME 
“This is the most critical time 
in citrus growing.“ sald Mr. Parker. 


“In order that the fruit on our 


trees size up properiy— that Is, de- 


velop to desirable size-—-our trees 


must have plenty of water from 
now on. If this water shortage 
continues and there are no early 
rains, it is not too extreme to say 


that our citrus crop will probably 


be cut in half.“ 


Mr. Parker told of buying clover 


seed to put in a cover crop be- 
tween his crange trees and then go- 


ing to the water office to order 


irrigation water preparatory to 
sowing his clover seed. When they 
told me how much water I could 
have and how often I could have 
it, I just forgot about the clover 
seeds,” said Mr. Parker. There 
was no use to plant it under the 
water regulations they are enforc- 
ing. And, of course, that means 
a loss of fertility to my groves. 
They have allowed me approxi- 
mately forty inches of water for 
twenty-four hours for 
run. Ordinarily at this time of the 
year I would use sixty inches for 
forty-eight hours. That gives you 
something of an idea of what this 
water shortage means to the ranch- 
ers here. You must remember that 
the ground is unusually dry de- 
cause this is practically the third 
season in a row of dryness. 

“What we ranchers want ts for

with enough water to irrigate our 


crops the way they ought to be ir- 
rigated throughout the year. And

B. Hanneman, a grocer and an 
expert on lemons, cut up half a 
dozen lemons which already were 
showing the drying effect of a wa- 
ter searcity. “We have been play- 
ing rather lucky so far with this 
water shortage,” said Mr. Hanne- 
man. The lack of hot weather 
and the presence of fogs has 
helped us. But I want to say that 
if we should get a bit of extremely 
warm weather combined with the 
water shortage the loss .would run 
easily 50 per cent of the crop.” 

The association sent a letter to 
the city protesting against the as- 
sumption that the water shortage 
would not seriously affect the 
lemon crops, and characterizing 
the situation as alarming. 


ALFALFA: HEAVY 1088 

The alfalfa growers face the 
greatest loss because of the order 
prohibiting the flooding of alfalfa. 
8. P. True, who has ten acres of 
alfalfa, is a typical example of 
what the alfalfa growers are up 
against on the water shortage. 
While Mr. True was able to make 
a cutting this week he had to do 
it in a manner that will spell a large 
loss to him. He had to cut it the 
Bureau of Power and Light way.

To Whom it May Concern: With 
reference to the investigation by 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers as to the grounds for the re- 
moval of Capt. Robert L. Heath 
from the police department upon 
charges preferred by the Chief of 


Police, the hearing was made nec- 


essary under the charter by the re- 
quest of Capt. Heath for an investi- 
gation of said charges, and it is 
the duty of the Police Commis- 
sion, if they do not sustain the 
Chief's action, to file written find- 
ings which show, first, that the 
charges have not been sustained, 
and, second, that the person re- 
moved is a fit and proper person to 
be restored to his rank and position 
in the department. In this case the 
findings have been signed by a 
majority of the commission, and it 
is deemed advisable by all mem- 
bers of the board that a statement 
be attached to said findin am- 
plifying them and setting forth the 
views of the commissioners. 

One of the charges preferred 
against Capt. Heath was that of 
pernicious political activity, and 
the specification of said charges 
having doubtless been drawn under 
the theory that Rule 13 of the Civil 
Service Commission was applicable 
to the police department, this mat- 


ter was referred to the city prose- 


cutor and the City Attorney for 
their opinion, and both officers 
have agreed in thelr opinion that 
this rule is not applicable. Not- 
withstanding this opinion, the com- 
mission was interested to know if 
the pv litical activity of Capt. 
Heath, within or outside the de- 
partment, is or has been such 
that it has hampered his work or 
rendered the work of the depart- 
ment inefficient in any degree, or 
if the department has failed to 
properly function on account of 
such activities. 


CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED 

The commission has checked 
through again the evidence pre- 
sented, and has made some investi- 
gation outside of the public hear- 
ing, and after thoroughly consider- 
ing the evidence given by witnesses 


under oath and the several exhibits 
presented at the public-hearing, the 


commission is agreed that the evi- 
dence does not sustain the charges. 

In determining Capt. Heath's fit- 
ness to be restored to his rank and 
position in the department, the 
commission’ has considered not 
only the evidence bearing on the 
specific charges against him, but 
his conduct and activity in the past 
and his ability and willingness to 
function effectively in the future. 
No member of the police depart- 
ment can fulfill his obligation to 
the people of Los Angeles and 
to his fellow-officers unless he is 
in a position to give unhindered 
service and maximum efficiency. 

In this connection the commis- 
sion finds in the hearing held by it 
the sworn and uncontradicted tes- 
timony of several witnesses that

er functioning; that maximum 
service. has not been rendered to 
the people; and that this has been 
brought about to a gfeat extent by 
the exercise of outside Influence. 
The commission finds that certain 
requests and suggestions have been 
made by persons outside the de- 
partment that have hindered its 
work and have given rise to cer- 
tain.claims and rumors which have 
prevented proper co-operation be- 
tween Capt. Heath and the Chief 
of Police, which has been detri- 
mental to the department. The 
commission regrets that Capt. 
Heath did not take the stand as a 


helped the commission to conclude 
whether the law hed been properly 
enforced, and if not, to fix the re- 
sponsibility for the failure to en- 
force it. 

The commission realizes that 
crime today is organized, and it 
is necessary to have thorough or- 
ganization and co-operation in the 
police department to combat these 


conditions. We realize that the de- 


partment needs men of experience, 
men of vision, men who will fear- 
lessly and impartially enforce the 


law. The department is conducting 


a school, at considerable expense 
to the taxpayers, that the men in it 


may be equipped to do better police 


work and be prepared for any 
emergency that may arise.in their 
work. Most of the sworn testi- 


mony in the record before the com- 


mission was to the effect that Capt. 
Heath was an able police officer. 


The commission, however, belieyes 


that his political activities, both 
within and outside the department, 
embarrassed the department and 
led to friction and inefficiency to a 
certain extent. 


VALUABLE OFFICER 
This activity, however, was not 


sufficient to cause the commission 
as a whole to conclude that Capt. 


Heath was not a fit and proper per- 


son to be restored to his rank and 


position in the department. In. 
arriving at its conclusions, the com- 


mission gave due consideration to 


the fact that Capt. Heath has spent 


nineteen years in the police de- 
partment, has had a legal training, 
and naturally possesses a great ed- 
ucation in police work, and has 4 
comprehensive view of the duties 
of the various members of the de- 
partment, which is valuable to the 
department, and the commission 
would be very reluctant to deprive 
the taxpayers and the department 
of such a man.

3 America has no objection to participat- 
‘ing in movements destined to standardize 
‘the world. As an outgrowth of the League 
of Nations a movement to stabilize stand- 
rds in industry was started.

ago, arrangements were made for a syste- 
‘matic exchange of completed work and of 
- Information on the program in progress. As 
n result there was recently held in Geneva 
n conference of world secretaries and rep- 
of industrial standardizing 
groups. More than a dozen of the large 
Dat ions were represented by delegates—the 
United States being of the number. A pro- 
“gram for the interchange of information be- 
tween the national organizations was con- 
sidered. The purpose of the Bureau of 
Standards is not to make all the men in 
the world of the same size, but the idea is 
to make their labor as even and purposeful 
as possible.

A policeman is, in fact, a professional 
fighting man employed to wage an endless 
and relentless warfare against criminals. 

There is nothing in his training or in his 
character that would tend to fit him for the 
tactful, diplomatic, quick-thinking job of 
handling street traffic. 

It is extraordinary that no one saw this 
almost self-evident fact until Chief Vollmer 
came down from Berkeley and pointed it 
out.

Dvery time a traffic policeman yells at 
some innocent offender who does the wrong 
thing at a corner he instantly reduces the 
effectiveness of the whole machinery of traf- 
fic and adds confusion to what already had 
only one diffiiculty—which was confusion. 

The traffic should be in the hands of ex 
perts so uniform in their courtesy and so 
firm in their technical knowledge that they 
would be a help and a reassurance to every 
tremulous motorist. |

T MUST NOT BE AGAIN » 

A posthumous letter from the pen of the 
late President, released to the public by 
Walter Wellman, is an appeal to the Amer- 
ican nation to help end the horrors of war, 
so earnest in spirit, so replete with intense 
human feeling that it cannot fail to have a 
deep and lasting effect on all who loved 
and honored the man they elected to the 
highest office-in the gift of their country. 

Primarily the communication was ad- 
dressed to American newspaper editors, “the 
legacy of a pewspaperman-President to the 
press of his country,” urging them to use 
their power and influence to guide the feet 
of humanity along the paths of peace. 

It expanded and broadened the note he 
struck in a single sentence when watching 
the caskets of the dead American heroes 
brought back from the battlefields of France, 
he bowed his head and exclaimed, “It must 
not be again.“ 

The concluding passage of this appeal 
should be read and reread by every Amer- 
ican inspired by the standard of duty to God 
and country: 

“] further believe that in this great task 
of helping to make the world safe for hu- 
manity no political party should seek selfish 
advantage; that here should apply our ald 
and most wholesome tradition that party 
rivalries should stop at the edge of the high 
seas. Hence I shall be glad if the American 
press, ignoring partisanship, uses its great 
power to draw forth the best thought, heart 
and soul of our people. In such crystalliza-

ter itself is the revelation of his intentions. 
made in a personal conversation he held 
with Mr. Wellman when he handed him the 
missive just made public. How deeply War- 
ren Harding had taken to heart the plight 
in which the world found itself in conse- 
quence of the last abortive war, how deter- 
mined he was to devote the rest of bis life 
to the task of preventing a repetition of 
such a catastrophe, that conversation, one 
of his last on earth, very clearly sets forth. 

Harding's desire, as his campaign had he 
lived to develop it would no doubt have em- 
phasized, was to get the American people to 
think—and to think hard—on their civic and 
religious privileges and duties. After prayer- 
ful thought he himself, so he told his listen- 
er, could not conscientiously countenance 
6 isolation and indifference as our 
national policy. And he closed with the 
ringing declaration, “I’m going ahead in an 
effort to make the world safe for humanity, 
even if it costs me another term in the 
White House.” 

It is too late now to speculate on what 
would have happened had the late President 
been spared to push the campaign he had 
merely outlined. The desire to see his own 
country take practical steps to do something 
to remove the ever-constant fear of war, the 
chief source of the commercial paralysis 
creeping over a disheartened Europe, was 
8 growing strongly in his heart and

He acknowledged that the 
present League of Nations was ineffectual.

Such is the last message to his friends 
and countrymen from the leader they loved 
and trusted.

The soaped individual is the curled darling 
of fortune to the swarthy son of the desert 
and the tubless hordes of the Russian 
steppes. 

The practical program, therefore, for lov- 
ers of peace and rest is to acquaint the un- 
washed or improperly washed millions of 
Europe with the virtue and value of soap. 
“Lack of bathtubs, soap and water and hair- 
cut,” says Col. Archer, “created the Bol- 
shevik; the fall of Rome was due to the in- 
flux of unwashed hordes.”

Have you ever tried slitting your 
rose stems so they will absorb more 
water and thus last longer? Roses 
grown in the garden have a much 
hardier bark or surface than those 


| grown in greenhouses, therefore do 


not absorb water as freely. With 
roses grown in the open I remove 


i when I cut the blossoms all but a 


few of the topmost leaves and then 
with a cloth held in the hand draw 
the stem through the closed fist, 
taking off practically all of the 
thorns. With a knife I then split 
the stem up for a couple of inches. 
Some persons advocate the scrap- 
ing of the bark, but I believe the 
splitting of the stem is equally ef- 
fective. One important thing most 
persons overlook in handling gar- 
den roses is the temperature of the 
water. It should not be cold, and 
the best water in which to place 
roses is one that is the tame tem- 
perature as the atmosphere.

Arthur C. Cox, Just Out of 
Prison in Kansas, to Face 


| Arthur C. Cox, money order thief 
de luxe, is in the city, to spend an 
Old Home Week—and then some. 

It is the first appearance of Ar- 
thur since March, 1916, when he 
was arrested by an unfeeling 
Deputy United States Marshal at 
Santa Barbara for indulging in the 
playful habit of disposing of stolen 
money orders, properly filled out, 
to the merchants of that city.

| TO MAKE FILM SATIRE | 


He was standing in the doorway of his 


dressing-room. 
“These really arent my clothes,” he 
said, with his famous half-wistful, hal 


sheepish smile. “I'm wearing them in the 
picture.” 
That was the way in which Will Rogers 


greeted me upon the occasion of my second 


meeting with him. He had just returned 
from ten days of work on location at the 
Lasky “back lot” near Universal City. He 
was wearing a white shirt, open at the col- 
lar, a pair of fastidiously-checkered breeches 
(they had a faint resemblance to golf knick- 
ers,) and woolen stockings with optical-il- 
lusion checks. His sport brogues were 
turned up at the toes, as though he had 
been walking many miles on a wet day. 
On his forehead was a small purplish 
bruise. 


“I did the darndest fool stunt you ever 


heard of, the other day,” he began, pointing 
to the bruise. “I was running along the 
shore of that little creek out there with a 
camera in front of my face. I was supposed 
to be trying to snap a picture of the girl out 
im the boat. There was a good-sized hole 
with about two feet of water in it that I 
was supposed to fall into; see? I was look. 


ing at the girl in the boat and couldn't see 


the hole—that was the idea. 

“Well, you know how most of these stunts 
are pulled. A fellow will sort of watch 
where he’s going, but will seem to be look- 
ing the other way. He'll really be peeking 
under the camera, and when he tumbles 
he'll know how to fall and where to hit. 

“Well, I thought I'd make it sure-fi 
stuff, see? 
was and instead of watching where I was 
going out of the corner of my eye, I turned 
my head so as to seem to be watching the 
girl in the boat, and to make it even more 
real I closed my eyes! 8

the water hole straight ahead. Well, the 
first thing I knew I fell right into the thing, 
the camera struck the bottom of the hole 
and bounced into my skull!”

he is making at the Hal Roach studio. They 
are as yet untitled and release dates are 
even more indefinite than the names. 

We're just sort of feelin’ our way along.“ 
the comedian explained when I questioned 
him, “We don't know yet just what kind

Broadway, 
playing in the ‘Follies,’” I asked him when 
we were walking back to the dressing-room.

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Will Rogers seems to have been given the gate. 


“Here, by all means,” he answered. “Oh, 
by all means. You live out here, and you 
get home at night and get some rest.” 

Half an hour later I witnessed the shoot- 
ing of a “retake,” in which Will Rogers 
walked three yards on a pseudo-sidewalk, 
glanced across the street, and scratched his 
head with a long forefinger. Then he re- 
turned to his dressing-room.

Mark Twain unknown, a desert wanderer 
at 35; Oliver Goldsmith, a failure at every- 
thing, and a beggar of bread for ten years 


—yet these men, and many others, ever 


nourished the germ that brought them to 
success. 3 

Tod Browning has the most picturesque 
career of any director of pictures. A driver 
in a circus parade, a player of blackface 
roles, a carnival ballyhoo, a comedian of 
parts, and later a coutortionist who circled 
the globe many times; these make up his 
interesting background. These are the 
things that give him the insight into hu- 
man nature which enabled him to direct the 
pictures with which his name is coupled. 
While many were learning life in an aca- 
demic way, Browning was learning it all over 
the world in the only real way it can be 
learned—by actual contact with all condi- 
tions and sorts of people in all sorts of 
queer outlandish places. 

Browning has had the unique experience 
of having traveled with a company of 
thirty-seven people around the world, only 
two of which mpany—himself and one 
other player—appeared before the public 
en route. He is equally at home in Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, Shanghai, Tokio, London, 
Paris, Madrid or Los Angeles. 

During all of Browning’s wanderings he 
kept alive the silent ambition to be a great 
stage director. It had been born in him 
before the day of the cinema—that dream 
of some day directing a great stage play 
like “Ben Hur.” While in the cosmopoli- 
tan Genters of the world he never missed 
an opportunity of seeing all the stage pres- 
entations possible, and likewise to study 
the methods of European and American 
stage directors. 


Then the year 1913 rolled its way on the | 


stage of eternity. It found Tod Browning 
in Shanghai with a sprained ankle due to 
a fall from an aerial trapeze. 

Time hung heavily in the Chinese city, 
and Browning dreamed often of the land 
of his birth. 

‘Times had changed during the wander 
years, and now and then news drifted to 
the world-strolling company of men and 
women who had “gone into pictures.” 

It happened at about this time that Ho 
bart Bosworth, an old friend of his, was 
appearing in a well-known picture at the 
leading theater in Shanghai. 

To lull the ache for America Tod went 
to see Bosworth in the film. It was a 
typical Bosworth film, awhirl with the ele- 
mental clash of complex motives. It car- 
ried Browning away on that tide which, 
Shakespeare said, if taken at the flood 
leads on to fortune. 
had been run Browning had decided to re- 
turn to Los Angeles and become a motion- 
picture director. 

With his mind made up, all the energy 
of his will was bent in the one direction. 
The years of dreaming of his pet hobby, 
stage directing, was something that stood 
him in good stead now. 

In six weeks Browning was in Los An- 
geles. That was the fall of 1913. And 
neither was that year an auspicious one in 
which to enter pictures. But, filled with 
the vision of the future, Browning did not 
think of that. 

Day after day he haunted the studios, 
only now and then getting a chance of 
playing a small part, either as an extra or 
as “atmosphere” of merely filling in the 
picture. 

While working as an extra during the 
filming of a Turkish picture his first very 
small opportunity came to him. The direc- 
tor was puzzled over a bit of atmospheric 
detail. Browning volunteered the infor- 
mation. This brought him to the attention 
of the director, who used him in an ad-

HIS Paramount production was made 
from an adaptation by Sada Cowan 
of a clever story by Maximilian Fos- 
ter. Considerable difficulty was ex- 

perienced in translating the story into pic- 
turable form, and even after the photogra- 
phy was completed the film was cut and re- 
cut and re-cut again. It is rare that one of 
these films which has been worked over 
time and again is finally acceptable as an 
entertainment feature, but The Silent Part- 
ner” is one of the rare exceptions. What- 
ever difficulties may have been met with 
have been overcome, and the film now un- 
folds an interesting story in an interesting 
way and shows to advantage such capable 
players as Leatrice Joy, Owen Moore and 
Robert Edeson. 

“The Silent Partner” is not a Paramount 
feature, nor is it of the grade of a “pro- 
gram picture. It is much better than the 
routine “program” release, but makes no 
pretensions to being in the “big feature” 
class. It is a good entertainment film, but 
will neither enhance nor injure the reputa- 
tions of any of the people who have had 
to do with its making. 

The story has to do with a clerk in the 
office of a Wall-street brokerage house. and 
with the effect upon his home life of his 
yielding to the lure of the ticker. Owen 
Moore, the young husband, takes to specu- 
lation and makes a mint of money. Leatrice 
Joy, his wife, opposes him when he yields 
to the lure of gambling. but when she sees 
that he will not listen to her arguments and 
appeais stipulates a 50-50% arrangement. 
If he gambles, she will spend, and he is to 
share his Winnings with her. 

Spend she does. Gowns, jewels— Miss Joy 
makes the money fly. Or so her husband 
thinks. In reality she makes her own 
clothes, and then gives him forged bills 
written upon the stationery of fashionable 
modistes. She enacts the wifely goki-dig- 
ger with great skill. On her birthday anni- 
versary she cajoles her husband into giv- 
ing her $50,000 for a pearl necklace, but 
she puts $49,750 in a safe deposit box and 
buys a string of imitation pearls for $250. 

When the inevitable crash comes the 
young wife refuses to give her savings to 
her nine hushand. She offers to give 


him the money only if he will quit the 
stock game, but he is enraged, calls her a 
cheat, and says he wants his freedom. The 
manner -in which the happy ending is 
brought about is not particularly novel nor 


clever, but the husband, who in business 


has held that “the end justifies the means,” 
finally admits that in love and in domestic 
affairs the same maxim is applicable. 


The film has several points of merit worth 
commenting upon. For instance, Miss 
Cowan resisted successfully the temptation 
to have the wife sell short on the stock 
deal in which the busband was ruined by 
overbuying. In most film plays dealing with 
the stock market the wife shows her supe- 
rior wit by playing the opposite side of the 
market and thereby making a killing.“ but 
there is nothing so trite in “The Silent 
Partner.” In fact, the interest of the film 
is focused upon the domestic rather than 
the financial conflict. The director has also 
refrained from calling for heroics when 
husband and wife part. There is one par- 

rly fine touch when Miss Joy puts her 
hand upon Mr. Moore's arm when she pleads 


with him. He does not speak, and does not 


shake off her grip. He merely looks at her - 
hand with cold distaste and she draws deck. 
I liked that little flash. And I liked, too, 
the natural and easy way in which Robert 
Edeson played the “heavy.” There was 
nothing of the usual villain in his character- 
ization, even though he schemes to ruin the 
husband in order that he may possess the 
wife. Gratifying restraint, this. The film 
is “quiet” without being slow.“ It holds 
the interest, but does not stir the specta- 

tor, and it was not intended to be a stirring

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| TALKING PHOTOPLA YS 


ARE PERFECTED HERE 


BY MYRTLE GEBHART 

The infant industry—the motion picture—at last has 
learned to speak. Through the indefatigable labor and 
ultimate success of Delmar A. Whitson, a Los Angeles 
inventor, has been perfected a method of sound-photogra- 
phy whereby the voices of the actors, as well as incidental 
sounds, are imprinted upon the same film which records 
the action and so synchronized that, when both action 
and sound are projected upon the screen there is no 
time-lag. 

For many years inventors of international repute have 
turned their attention to an instrument which would re- 
cord the voice and action simultaneously. Practically all 
of these efforts were based upon the scientific principle 
that sound influences light and that light variations may 
be photographed, thus reproducing the original sound. 

But the results of most of this labor have been inef.- 
fectual, owing to the necessity most of the inventors en- 
countered of synchronizing the sound, recorded on phono- 
graph records, with the action upon the screen. When he 
had overcome this main difficulty—by perfecting a method 
of photegraphing sound in synchronism with action the 
Los Angeles inventor found the road paved to a quick 
perfection of his machine. 

The device, calfed the photaphone, is a composite of 
several instruments, each of which plays its part on the 
process of impigning upon the film the voices of the 
speakers, as well as such incidental sounds as a cough,

and accurately arranged that the air has no time to inter- 
fere with the rapidity of the current. 


The accuracy of Whitson's device may be judged when 


one understands that it reproduces sound 99.44 per cent 
perfect, the phonograph having but 66 per cent reproduc- 


‘tion. And his unity of action and sound photography 


abolishes the necessity for synchronizing sound and ac- 
tion, which other methods using the phonograph demand. 


“The conductivity of the cells,’ Mr. Whitson explained, 
“is directly proportioned to the illumination. This method 
eliminates the necessity for selenium, an undependable 
conductor of electricity which other inventors of so-called 
talking pictures use; the plates of glass, hermetically 
sealed, last forever and, barring accident, neter wear out. 

“My first experiments with selenium were unsatisfac- 
tory, as it has no lasting qualities. So my observation 
led me to ponder where, in all the domain of science, was 
some substance embodying its conductive qualities, but 
having durability.

The action, as explained to me by Mr. Whitson with an illustr.- 
tion of the various machines in working order, is briefly this: 

“The basic principle of sound photography is the impression 
of the sound upon light, its transference into shadow photographs 
upon the film and its ultimate projection, translated back into 
sound, upon the screen. Sound, light, „ 
steps followed. 

“About the set, where the * actors and actresses 
are piaying their scene, are placed my octaphones, or sensitized 
sound-detectors, which collect the sound, transferring it by means 
of tiny, flexible wires to the photomagnetograph, concealed in 
the camera. Seven of these octaphones, or conical-shapea dia- 
phragms, are used, each receptor having two strings tuned to 


an. octave, thus recording all ine ons of voices and all grada- 


tions of sound. These sound waves then pass through electric 
pulsations to the photomagnetograph, which translates them into 
light-vibration equivalents.” | 

The photomagnetograph is a cylindrical affair of glass and 
coiled wire the size of a pocket match-box which, secreted in the 
top of the Bell-Howell camera, writes the light-waves in hairlike 
striations of photography upon the margin of the film upon which 
is imprinted the corresponding action; these shadowy margins, 
of course, vary with the intensity of the light (formerly sound) 
waves. 

Being the most important of the devices used in the process, 
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into use. It is attached to the ordinary projection machine, con- 
verting the sound- photography striations into electric impulses 
which are conveyed through radio audion amplifiers to the loud 
speakers, with large conical-shaped 2 — placed behind 
the screen. 

Twelve years of work have gone in 
photomagnetograph and six toward making the stentor adaptable 
both for radio and the projection of soun hotography. The 
young inventor—he is now but 29—has been experimenting since 
vis boyhood when, in St. Louis, he had one of the first amateur 
wireless stations in the world. 

Mis device for photographing sound, having received approval 
of such men of renown as Samuel O. Hoffman, is now being given 
a commercial try-out in Los Angeles, where the first motion- 
picture drama is being photographed coincidental with recording 
the voices of the players. Mr. Whitson intends to employ as few

words. Incidental sounds are photographed in the proportionate 
intensity with which they affect us in real life, that is, in the 
degree in which we are actually conscious of such sounds in 
reality.

HENEVER, previously, I heard the 
word “western” used as descrip- 
tive of a photoplay, I immediately 
and invariably thought of Harold 

Bell Wright and such phrases as “Out in 
the great open spaces where men are men,” 
“When you call me that—smile,” “The vil 
lain still pursued her — and whenever, 
previously, | was compelled to witness such 
a photoplay I spoke to myself, silently but 
soulfully, other phrases— 

i have beheld, without hope of ultimate 
redemption, armies of cowboys explode tons 
of cartridges; I have seen thousands of

bare-chested -heroes bound with miles of 
rope: I have gazed open-mouthed-——though 
not with suspense—while literally hundreds 
of heroines were rescued at the gallop from 
the hoofs of the onrushing hordes; these 
have I seen-—these and other things. Many 
other things. Westerns. 


“The Eagle's Feather” is a western pic- 
ture. But with these others which have 
gone before—happily—it has in common 
only the horses. It is an intelligent drama 
seriously presented for intelligent people. 


A western epic without shooting? Cow- 
boys without a gun’? Impossible! Where, 
then, is the story? What makes of it a 
“western”? 

True, a woman is rescued from a cattle 
stampede. And the hero is bound while the 
villain steals the girl. And, furthermore, 
there are bunk-house pranks and the big 
ranch-house dinner party. Old stuff, most 
of that but done in a different way. Be- 
sides, in “Eagle's Feather“ 
atmosphere of the piece. 

Here is a western film which is not, in 
the things that stir and hold the interest. 
in any sense a typically western“ photo- 
play. “The Eagle's Feather“ is the pathetic 
story of the last flair of love and romance 
in the life of a woman well past her fortieth 
year.

This is the portion of the play whi: holds 
the interest, and it is of almost no impor- 
tance that the woman in the case happens 
to own a cattle ranch in the West, and to 
love the man whom she makes foreman.

For 
“The Eagle’s Feather” was made in a pic- 
turesque country. Most of the exterior 
scenes are unusually striking, and they were 
made by a man who knew what to do with 
his camera.

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NO VILLAINS IN LIFE, 
LUBITSCH

In lite 
toes and no villains. All 
persons are — but they are differen® 
in their hearts. Then why not in pictures 
the same, eh? Iss that clear to you?” 

Those lines, in substance if not in dic- 
tion, present the thoughts expressed by 
the little German director who has done 
such big things in the way of motion-picture 
making, Ernst Lubitsch, when I talked to 
him the other day in his offices at the War- 
ner Brothers studio. 


It is difficult to put his words exactly as 
they are uttered on paper, due to his stac- 
catic, broken English, but. his meaning is 
not difficult to grasp, for what he fails to 
convey in words he makes clear by gesture 
and facial expression. He is a marvelous 
actor and has a characterization for every 
thought. | 
The words quoted were an outgrowth of 
_ response to a question which I evidently 
did not make entirely clear, the purport of 
which he somewhat confused. I meant to 
ask him the significance of presenting re- 
alism to the motion-picture public, but our 
conceptions of realism were not thc same 
and before long we were deep in a discus- 
sion of the value of happy and tragic end- 
ings to a screen play. : 

He is so intensely enthusiastic in his 
thoughts and so anxious to make clear thefr 
expression that he simply cannot sit still 
and converse quietly. 

When we started the conversation we 
were both sitting on chairs, several feet 
apart. Before we had proceeded many sen- 
tences he was sitting on his desk at my 
elbow, talking rapidly, elbeit at times a 
little incoherently, but smoking unceasingly. 

“The ending, it must be logical. I care 
not whether it is happy or tragic, but either 
way it must not be without reason,“ he 
said. “In too many plays we see a pretty 
girl, what you call lovable: we see a boy 
and we know that he is a nice boy. We 
know they are lovers: yes. Then we see 
a man who iss bad. We know he iss bad, 
because he has such a mustache and looks 
mean from his eyes, this.“ 

Here the little director hopped wrens the 
table and gave a fleeting impersonation 
that reminded me strangely of a Wallace 
Beery portrayal of villainy. 

Back again in a minute at his post and— 

He continued: Whatever danger pur- 
sues the girl we feel that the nice boy will 
save her; however bad the villain, we know 
that in the end, pah! with a kick of his 
right foot, “he will be stamped out and all 
will be happy with the nice boy and pretty 
girl. There is no suspense there. You see, 
we know!” 

Mr. Lubitsch predicts that in time motion- 
picture producers will get entirely away 
from the idea of creating happy endings to 
plays just for the sake of having them end 
happily. If a happy ending is natural and 
logical, very well then, it should be por- 
trayed. If the logical ending be tragic 
then it should be borne out with equal 
beauty, he says. 

He has devoted his time since the com- 
pletion of the filming of Mary Pickford's 
“Rosita,” which he directed and which was 
his first American production, to the prep- 
aration of his next production, now being 
filmed here. 3 

The title of the play is “The Marriage 


Circle,” conceived and written by Mr. Lu- 


bit«ch from a thread of the theme of a 
popular Vienna stage play of several years 
ago. It has a Viennese setting, but will be 
entirely modern in costume and manner. 
It involves the lives of five persons in the 
middle, or bourgeoise, class, and just five 
persons will be used in the cast for the 
play. The continuity, or working script, 
for the production. was written for Mr. 
Lubitsch by Paul Bern. 1 
Asked to compare the methods of Amer- 
ican and continental production of motion 
pictures, Mr. Lubitsch replied that the fun- 
damental principles are the same. Drama, 
he says, has a universal appeal, if the 
story is human. 
“It is just as easy to make pictures in 
Los Angeles that appeal in Berlin or Vienna 
‘as it is to make them there. In fact, eas 
ler, for here one is better equipped. The 
lights are better. There is more money.’ 
In the point of facilities for picture-mak- 
ing the advantage is distinctly with Amer- 
ica, he said. America has progressed more 
rapidly, generally speaking, in the motion- 
picture industry than Europe has, chiefly

because it has money to sith and push its 
mental advancement. The American sys- 


tem of lighting is better, the film labora- 


tories are more completely equipped, he 
says. 

The underlying desires and dreams of 
motion-picture producers are similar all over 
the world, he said. Perhaps more vague to 
some than others, but still the same; the 
idea to create pictures that are human, that, 
as he expressed it, are “of the heart.” 


“The Marriage Circle” will be his first 
modern production. It is light, a comedy- 
drama, “very intimate,” he said, touching 
his vest above his heart. He is much en- 
thused over it and his enthusiasm is con- 
tagious. 

Whether actual circumstances or fantasy 
are involved in a plot, its portrayal must 
bear conviction, he said. There can be no 
half-way measure in the presentation of 
either. 


“In the picturization of fantasy it must 
have such color, such force that it will carry 
the audience to the belief that“ it is real, 
that the thing is true,” said he. “The audi- 
ence must not think. It must accept. I 
cite you something speci‘ic. If I see the 
average man in pictures fight twenty men 
and win 1 not believe. I scoff. It is un- 
real. But if I see Douglas Fairbanks fight 
twenty men and win I believe it. There is 
that within him that makes it seem pos 
sible. He has such power, such hidden 
fire, such strength in here. 

Mr. Lubitsch again touched the_ left 
pocket of his vest, then gripped the desk 
with his hands, his cigar with his teeth and 
sat poised, for all the world like Robin Hood 
on a balcony of Nottingham Castle. 


Such a versatility of expression and ac- 


tion I have never witnessed before. 
When he talks he acts and the whole 
room's his stage.

OT since “Under Two Flags” was re- 
leased had I seen a Priscilla Dean 
film until the day I watched a pre- 
view of “Drifting” in the projection- 

room of Grauman’s Metropolitan Theater 
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just before the feature, which will de re- 
leased in December, was given a pre-release 
showing at the Milion-Dollar Theater here. 

“Under Two Flags” did not please me,
